City Views Bus Route Plan

Needed 


A progress report on negoti- 
ations aimed at keeping and 
expanding Peninsula Transit 
Lines service in Menlo Park— 
on a one-year, subsidized test 
basis—was issued to city coun- 
cilmen Tuesday night by City 
Manager John R. Johnson. 

Before the city enters into 
any such agreement, however, 
it needs indication of solid sup- 
port from the business commu- 
nity, Johnson declared. 


The development of a pro- 
posed east-west route for the 
city is the outgrowth of Penin- 
sula Transit Lines’ bid to 
abandon the only current Men- 
lo Park bus route which goes to 
west Menlo Park via Santa 
Cruz Avenue. 


The route is a money-loser 
and Peninsula Transit can’t af- 
ford to run it since the equip- 
ment is also needed to speed 
up new susidized Palo Alto 
bus service, John Demeter, 
company manager, has told the 
council. 

The proposed test route for 
Menlo Park would also be sub- 
sidized, Johnson said. It would 
run from west Menlo Park to 
east Menlo Park—the Belle 
Haven area. 


Final form of the test route 
has not been put together yet, 
Johnson said. The transit com- 
mittee, including city and busi- 
ness leaders is trying to dove- 
tail the route and timing so 
that commuters can benefit 
from it. 


Duplication of present Palo 
Alto-supported routes, which 
extend into Menlo Park (near 
the Veterans Hospital) and 
into East Palo Alto, is another 
problem under study, Johnson 
said. 

As it now stands, the east- 
west route shows buses serving 
west Menlo Park, the down- 
town area, the S.P. railroad 
station, Willow Road and East 
Menlo Park with a 25-cent fare. 
Current fares cost 35 cents. 


There would be one free 
transfer point—at Middlefield 
and Willow Road. Buses would 
not operate on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Demeter estimates that the 
route will cost 51 cents per 
mile and will net 30 cents. The 
remainder of the cost would be 
picked up by the city. 

Councilman James Calloway 
said that this would amount to 
about $125 per week. 

Johnson said that “we are 
talking about something which 
would mean perhaps two cents 
added to the tax rate.” 

He also noted that the route 
would give the city “what we’ve 
been after for a long time—an 
east-west route.” 

It would also mark the 
first time that the civic cen- 
ter and library will have had 
regular bus service, he point- 
ed out. 

| The transit committee will 
| continue its studies. “We need 
more data on hours of opera- 
tion and costs,” he said. 

| Mayor William R, Lawson 
|said that subsidization would

(The following is the third 
in a series of articles concern- 
ing the Oct. 8 bond election in 
the Ravenswood City School 
District. It concerns the meth- 
ods being used to encourage 
the public to support the $850,-

al.) 

Early in the going, the Rav- 
enswood City School District 
administration and trustees de- 
cided against asking for forma- 
tion of the traditional big-name 
committee to drum up enthusi- 
asm for their bond authoriza- 
tion provosal. 
Instead, local Parent- 

Associations and 

clubs have been doing the 

spadework. 

, The campaign has been quiet 
to date, but supporters of the 
school facilities construction 
program feel that it is being 
effective. The major effort in 
all areas will be to ‘“‘get out 
the vote” on Oct. 8. 

If the public authorizes the 
bond sale, the district can add 
this to $206,000 in bonds auth- 
‘orized but not sold after the 
1959 election. In this way, the 
district can be bonded to with- 
in five per cent of legal capa- 
city and once again become 
qualified for the state school 
construction program. 

If the district can get into 

the program, it will be eligi- 

ble for a state loan which 

can be repayed at no increase 

in the current district tax 

rate, district officials have 

stated. 

Involved are library room 
construction at Belle Haven, 
Costano, Kavanaugh and possi- 
bly Brentwood schools, addi- 
tion of a fully-equipped multi- 


junior school, providing kitch- 
en, shower and locker facilities 
‘at Menlo Oaks junior school 
multi-use room, acquisition of 
a site for a 12-room school be- 
tween Brentwood and Costano 
schools, and construction of 
the school. 
(In last week’s issue, the 
bond story said that Garden 
‘Oaks had the only completely 
equipped “multi” in the dis- 
trict. It is Green Oaks School 
which has this distinction.) 

The work being done at 
the Parent-Teacher Associa 
tion level is typified by the’: 
efforts of Brentwood and 
James Flood school unit 
members. 

[ A spokesman for the Brent- 

wood PTA said that block cap- 
‘tains are being recruited in the 
‘school attendance area. This

Dolwig Tells 
Views of 
Senate Session 


State Senator Richard J. Dol- 
wig, San Mateo County, last 
night told members of the Live 
Dak Republican Assembly that 
the current political “confu- 
sion” in Sacramento is a direct 
result of the attempt by the 
Democratic administration to 
bludgeon legislators into ap- 
proving bad laws. 


Senator Dolwig, a veteran of 
17 years in the Legislature, 
said that Governor Edmund G. 
Brown, in the recent session, 
for the first time refused to 
act upon bills approved by the 
Senate and the Assembly on 
the basis of merit. 

“The cold logical fact is that 
the Governor signed or vetoed 
measures depending upon whe- 
tther or not a particular legisla- 
‘tor had supported him in the 
withholding tax fight, or in the 
Fair Housing Bill fight — not 
whether the bill was needed,” 
Senator Dolwig said. “This was 
.a breakdown in our system of 
government of the worst sort. 
The result is that we saw the 
beginning of a brand of Chica- 
go ward-style politics that pre- 
viously has been unknown in 
the west.” 

Senator Dolwig declared that 
Jessie Unruh, speaker of the 
house, in the special session 
displayed “raw, brute power 
such as we haven’t seen since 
the days when a certain rail- 


Indian Consul Clarifies Policy| 


India’s present policy of non- 
alignment was compared to 
that of the United States in its 
infancy during a speech here 
Tuesday afternoon by V. M.

Park Kiwanis Club, Menon de- 
scribed this policy as the result 
of a “Hobson’s choice,’ in 
which his country has had no 
alternative but to devote itself 
to self-growth. 

Despite this non-entangling 
course, the consul general 
assured his audience at the 
Fraternal Meeting Hall that 
India is solidly in the fight 
for freedom. 

The confrontation of China 
and India “poses a grave dan- 
ger for the peace of Asia’ he 
stressed during .a detailed ac- 
count of events leading up to 
the present impasse. 

Menon described the Hima- 
layas as an integral part of In- 
dia’s literature and religion. If 
the Chinese gain control of the 
southern reaches of these 
mountains, he said, “they will 
be literally on our necks.” 

When questioned on the al- 
leged vacifism of Prime Min- 
ister Nehru and how he can 
reconcile this with arming the 
country, the consul clarified: 

“The Indian government is 
not based on the Ghandian 
lines. .. . We only used non- 
violence in attaining our free- 
dom.”

College Financing 
Will Show Problems 


The board of trustees of the College of San Mateo was 
j justifiably irked at the close of the last legislative session 
for when the smoke had lifted and the dust settled in Sacra- 
mento, it was found that state support for junior colleges 
had not been augmented. 
Since 1961, the support given the junior colleges has 
| dropped from 40 per cent to 25 per cent of the cost of 
operation and the difference has to be made up by the 
local taxpayer, through property taxes. 

The junior colleges, according to a “master plan for 
education” adopted by the legislature some years ago, were 
supposed to be “equal partners” with the state colleges and 
the University of California. The legislature — at least in 
the language of the master plan — appeared to recognize 
that tremendous numbers of new students were going to be 
ready to enter college in the years to come. The junior col- 
leges were assigned the responsibility for educating at least 
50,000 additional freshmen and sophomore students by the 
1970's, thus taking a share of the burden of the other two 
branches of higher education. 

The College of San Mateo faces tremendous growth in 
the years to come. Its board of trustees has been far- 
sighted enough to purchase a site for a second college, to 
serve the southern part of the district, also. To date, their 
economy has not been challenged. 

Now, it is true that the same taxpayers would have to 
support the same college, whether the money is collected 
and dispensed by the state or paid directly to the college 
by way of a local tax rate. 

The difficulty arises, though, when a tax-supported 
, | agency has to go to its constituents, hat in hand, and ask 
for a hige in the tax rate (requiring a simple majority) of a 
bond issue (more difficult, because it requires a two-thirds 
majority ). Here, the local district becomes extremely vul- 
nerable. And besides this, population growth in general 
and school population growth in particular seems to come 
in surges. These latter are predictable on the basis of “baby 
booms” which have been recorded in specific years. 

If the state doesn’t come through with the promised 
support, the day will arrive when the locally collected 
college district tax rate will have to rise. It may rise to a 
point where the average local taxpayer is aware of it and 
critical of it. 

It is at this point that the quality of education given at 
the college could possibly suffer.

The idea for such a house- 
keeping department in Califor- 
nia government goes back some 
15 years, when a “Little Hoov- 
er’ commission first recom- 
mended it, but a similar agency 
in the federal government has 
demonstrated its value over a 
period of years. 

Also included in the new de- 
partment are the offices of the 
State Architect and the State 
Printer, and the division of ad- 
ministrative procedures, which 
handles hearings and protests 
in matters relating to the wide 
variety of state licenses for 
businesses and professions. 

Such a department may not 
at first glance seem too im- 
portant to the average citi- 
zen, However, it will rank as 
the sixth largest department 
of the state, will have more 
than 4,000 employees (most- 
ly transferred from Finance), 
and will control more than 
$300 million in state expendi- 
tures per year, for purchas- 
ing, construction, printing, 
and allocation to local gov- 
ernment. 


The Legislative Analyst has 
estimated the additional cost of 
the new department at 
$150,000. Obviously, if it is to 
be successful, the agency must 
effect economies far greater 
than that amount. 

The record also shows that 
the 1963 Legislature establish- 
ed some 20 commissions or 
committees to sarry on studies 
or pilot operations in various 
fields. Some 200 memberships 
in these bodies were provided, 
to be filled by appointment. 
The Legislative Analyst has 
estimated their total cost at 
about $1 inillion per year. 

Most prominent during their 
legislative consideration were 
the new California arts com- 
mission of 15 members, and the 
office of compensatory educa- 
tion with a 17-member advisory 
commission and a consultant to 
study what should be done 
about ‘culturally deprived” 
children. 

Others which attracted less 
public attention are a work- 
men’s compensation study com- 
mission; a commission on man- 
power; automation and tech- 
nology; an urban policy coun- 
cil; and a mental retardation 
study council.

In view of this fall’s pro 
jected enrollment figures, 
the Evening College offering 
has been expanded to include 
nearly 300 different courses 
in some 45 subject-matter 
fields.

open. nt high school graduates 
or anyone else over 18 years of 
age “who may profit from in-

Registration takes place with 
the instructor in the classroom 
at the opening meeting of each 
course.

Bev (billion electron volts.).

The delegate from Califor- 
nia was the only scholar who 
attended public school and 
she was pleasantly surprised 
to find out that the other 
nine youngsters were just av- 
erage American teenagers. 

She noted that the group did- 
n’t get much sleep during the 
entire tour. Their spare time 


and letters home. 

“We never knew what our 
accommodations would be 
like,” she related. “One night 
we even had to sleep at an air- 
port.” 

“It was hot most of the way, 
but in Kenya I had to have six 
blankets over me at night,” 
said Julie. In many places the 
group stayed they had to filter 
and boil water, and use mos- 
quito nets. 


Julie said that the general 
conception of Africa being a 
backward, slowly progress- 
ing continent is very wrong. 
“The universities are very 
modern and the educational 
standards are high,” she 
stated. 

Asked which country im- 
pressed her most, she said that 
she “enjoyed each in a differ- 
ent way.” There is a marked 
difference between the east 
and west. The west is fairly un- 
derdeveloped compared to the 
Eastern countries such as Ken- 
ya, which has been influenced 
greatly by Europe. 

“Nigeria would be a great 
Peace Corps challenge, and 
Kenya is an exciting place, be- 
cause it is trying to become in- 
dependent.” 

“Expect the unexpected in 
Africa,” she added. 

Julie is extremely anxi- 
ous to share her experiences 
with others, and she will be 
doing so before many groups 
in the year to come. 

This will add to her forth- 
coming busy senior year at 
Ravenswood High School. 

The school’s commissioner 
of administration will be or- 
ganizing three elections as well 
as fulfilling her African study 
obligations.

Area Gardeners Enjoy 
‘Second Spring’ Season 


At a time when gardeners 
across the nation are about to 
hibernate for the winter, the 
Californian is entering one of 
his busiest seasons. For fall is 
like a second spring in the 
Golden State when anything or 
everything can be planted. 

Fall planting is one key 
to quick growth. The soil is still 
warm from summer's baking, 
so newly planted shrubs, trees 
and perennials are quick to 
send out new roots. They be- 
come established before winter 
weather cuts them short and 
are therefore ready to develop 
at maximum speed wher. win- 
ter once again turns to spring. 

Nurserymen suggest that al- 
most everything in the nursery 
can be planted in fall. The pos- 
sible exceptions are citrus and 
other evergreen fruits, which 
are best planted in spring, and

even these can go in in mild- 
winter areas of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

LAWNS 

Your top priority for plant- 
ing in early fall are new lawns. 
These are best planted between 
mid-September and late Octo- 
ber. Fall planted lawns are 
months ahead of spring-plunted 
lawns for the reason outlined 
above: They set their new roots 
now and are ready to develop 
rapidly when early spring ar- 
rives. 

Bedding plants can still be 
set out for winter and early 
spring bloom. Calendulas, pan- 
sies, violas, cineraria, snapdra- 
gons and fairy primrose are 
available in nursery flats. Their 
season of bloom will depend 
entirely on the nature of our 
fall. If warm weather carries 
into November, they will 
bloom by Christmas. If winter 
comes early, you'll have to wait 
until spring for the best part 
of their bloom. August plant- 
ing would have been better but 
don’t hesitate to plant them 
now. 

Perennials of all manner — 
both the bedding varieties and 
those shrubbier specimens 
which come in gallon cans — 
may be planted in the fall. In 
fact, fall is far the best time to 
plant them. Check with your 
nursery about the list of peren- 
nials he offers. Consider any- 
thing and everything in the 
perennial line for the field is 
full of surprises. 

TREE PLANTING 

Fall is the ideal time to plant 
trees — both the evergreen 
varieties and the deciduous 
forms which are soon to lose 
their leaves. Here again the 
few weeks of fall will help 
trees to get well established 
and ready for the big spring 
push. This can mean added feet 
of growth in a single year from 
fall-planted trees. 

(As long as you are planting 
trees now, you might as well 
get some mileage right away 
by planting trees which color 
up in fall: Maple, Ginkgo, Nor- 
thern Red Oak and Liquidam- 
ber are four which seem able 
to put on the traditional hues 
of autumn in this area.) 

Shrubs of every description 
may be planted now, also. Ev- 
en roses, which are nearing 
their season’s end may be set 
out from containers for some 
late color. Fuchsias are at the 
peak of their bloom, or should 
be, and may be planted for still 
a few more weeks of show be- 
fore shorter days and cooler 
nights cut them short. 

Hedge plants are better start- 
ed in fall than in spring. Privet, 
Boxwood, Pittosporum, Eng- 
lish Laurel, Natal Plum, Bush 
Germander — you name your 
favorite in the hedge line and 
now’s the time to plant it. 
BULBS 

And then there are bulbs — 
all the spring-blooming favor- 
ites, which should be planted 
between now and the end of 
November. The so-called cape 
bulbs from South Africa should 
go in this month: Freesias, 
Ixias, Sparaxis and Baby Glads. 
These are only dormant a short 
time and early planting is a 
must. The major bulbs of 
spring — tulips, daffodils, hy- 
acinths and the Dutch Iris need 
planting soon after they show 
up in nurseries, which is any- 


cme from now on, depending 


on where you live in California. 
Keep a close check with your 
local nurseryman this month 
and next to be sure you get 
your choice of these bulbs 
when he has plenty on hand. 
You won’t be sorry. 
GARDENERS CHECKLIST 

1. Remove spent annuals and 
replant t hem with winter 
blooming varieties such as pan- 
sy, viola, calendula and stock. 

;2. Renew worn spots in the 
lawn by spiking the area and 
sowing new seed. 

3. Lift and store gladiolus 
when the tops have faded to 
yellow or brown. 

4. Divide crowded perennials 
such as Shasta Daisy and phlox. 
Daylilies are happier left un- 
divided.
